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SELF RELIANOE. 
There are young men and women on 
the way to greatness and usefulness, but 
they find it a way beset with difficulties 
and obstacles that can be surmounted on- 
ly by those who are desperately in earnest.

the darkness of heathen Àfrica, and put 
into your parlor or library with its beau- 
tiful and suggestiva pictures on the walls, 
useful books on the shelves, and piano in 
the còrner — could he utilize these? He 
would be a heathen still and would feel as 
though he were in prisem. It is just as 
useless to put success into a man's hand, 
who is not willing to strive for it, and who 
does not possess the elements necessary to 
attain it. He who does not have the 
qualities that will win success, does not 
possess the qualífications necessary to use 
success successfully when won for him. 
It is safe to say therefore, that one who 
does not possess that element of persever- 
ance which wins success, is unworthy of 
success, The loafer about the street còr- 
ners, cutting holes into store boxes with a 
pen knife, or wearing his life away cursing 
the man who has made a succeís of life, 
will 00 1 attain to any degree of greatness 


nor indeed would he be worthy of it if he 
could attain success. As certain as the 
Christ-life in man is necessary to make 
heaven really heavenly, so are the ele- 
ments that lead to success as important as 
success itself.

If at 
this moment we had the powertoconvince 
the church of its need xA a good College 
and flourishing Publishing House, then 
the question of support would be solved. 
But if a people cannot be sufficiently in- 
terested to support home institutions, are 
they Ukely to support foreign work ? And 
the fact, if such it is, that our efforts dur- 
iog the last twelve years, have been a par- 
tial failure in this direction, is that a rea- 
son why we should abandon the effort? 
If the Brethren Church can carry on for- 
eign mission work without a School or Pub- 
lishing House, then it can do morè than 
any other church has thus far been able 
to do. But the Publishing House hasnot 
been a failure, neitber indeed has the Col- 
lege. Both have proven, and will prové, 
again their power for good, if the breth- 
ren will stand by them as they should.
